After Being Outplayed in the First 
Part of the Contest Our Team 
Makes Splendid Rally. 

SECOND VICTORY OF SEASON 


W ITH tile score 1 5 to 10 at the 
close of the secoiul iiuarter 
in Richmond's favor, and 
weak defensive work on the part of 
our team, there was little hope 
among the few George Washington 
rooters at Richmond Saturday, Oc- 
tober 21). that the team they were 
rooting lor would win the game by 
a score of 21 to 15. This is what 
bappcnc K how ever, in one of the 
tiiiest rallies that our team has ever 
made. 

The game was hard fought, and 
before it had closed “Cu])py" Far- 
mer. (ieorge Washington’s spirited 
little ijuarterback, had tried every 
trick play that he knew'. New for- 
mations and open ])lays were feat- 
ures of the game, but at times the 
old-style football was resorted to. 
and there were some rough periods 
of pla\-. Xu player was seriously 
hurt. 

Richmond College showed the. 
greater strength in the first half, 
while George Washington ajiiieared 
.slow and fumbled often. ,\t the 
close of the brst quarter the score 
stood 6 to 5 in favor of Richmond, 
that team having made the first 
touchdown. Ttiylor, Richmond's 
speedy right end. captured the ball 
from an onside kick and carried it 
over C.eorge Washington’s goal line 
after only three minutes of jilay. 
Cole kicked a jiretty goal. 

(ieorge Washington now billowed 
suit. "Cu|ipy” Farmer managed to 
get hold of the ball and started 
down the field for a beautiful 25- 
yanl rtm and touchdown. Hart 
had a difficult goal to kjek and 
missed it. - ’ 

In the second cjuarter Richmond 
fought Ijard for some time. When 
an opportunity presented itself for 
a placement kick they accepted it 
and Cole kicked the bill fairly be- 
tw'een the bars. George Washing- 
ton now attempted a forward pass, 
but fumbled, and Richmond, secur- 
ing the ball, carried it over for its 
second touchdown, but not until 
.‘sadler and Taylor had worked a 
clean forward pass. Cole again 
kicked goal.

President Stockton Believes Uni- 
versity Should Aim to Meet 
the Local Needs.

Should the L’ni- 
versity aim to aapiire a ;juburban 
site, with ilormitories, athletic fields, 
etc., or cotitent itself with down- 
town buildings, in order to adapt 
itself more closely to the educa- 
tiotial needs of the local commu- 
nity? 1 ’resident Stocktoti is of the 
oiiitiion that the latter is the better 
course to follow. In a recent inter- 
view he said ; 

"It has seemed to me. thottgh 1 
s])cak with some dilfideAce, and 
w ithout any - criticism, since the 
(|Ucstion.may well be considered an 
open one, that two alternatives jire- 
sent themselves : that of a subttrban 
university of ^^the conventional 
.\merican type, or a city university 
without dormttories, but with suffi- 
cient buildings and labor.'itories to 
give every leathhig facility in un- 
dergraduate atul professional work. 

"Inasmuch as there are about 
eleven hundred studetits of both 
sexes and of several nationalities 
engage ! in various kinds of outside 
etiqiloymetit registered with us. I 
feel that the ])eculiar atid |Varied 
local conditions and needs dictate 
the ^shaping of the policy -far the 
future. Instead of constructing a 
university scheme for the future and 
endeavoring to fit the student con- 
ditions into this rigid scheme, we 
should adapt the universify scheme 
to the.se conditions, without surren 
dering the essentials of high stanil- 
ards and generally sound scholar- 
shi]). 

"So large a ])roportioti of the stu-

\i ratiOn and object as are found in 
it I other places,/ and their educational 
i_ needs must be met in the same wdy. 
^'either a lower nor a higher stand- 
ard than that which prevails in the 
- best educjational institutional of the 
' country i$ needed in 'the District of 
Columbia': It is certainly not true 

that the students to whom the edu- 
cation of the District makes appeal 
are of a lower or less satisfactory 
type than those found elsewhere; 
therefore, there is no occasion for 
“cheap” education, “poor” degrees, 
or lenient entrance requirements. 
On the other hand, ther^ is no rea- 
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son to think that the great demand 
of the District of Columbia is a 
“graduate” institution either for the 
study of the political Sciences or of 
any other branches of science. The 
College of the Political Sciences 
should do the same kind and. grade 
of work that is done by others, and 
should do it as well as they do. 

It has, however, a peculiar op- 
portunity. For the same reasons 
that make it desirSile to locate a 
college of mines in a mining region 
and to establish a college of engi- 
neering in close juxtaposition to 
shops, or to bring the shops to the 
school, the College of the Political 
Sciences finds a special opportunity 
and a 's|)ecial possibility in- being 
organized at the place wiiere, above 
all others, access can he had to ma- 
. terials of service in investigation, 
and where valuable object-lessons 
can he drawn from the actual work- 
ing of governmental institution,s un- 
der the student's eye. 

1 here should l>e ito misunder- 
standing about the meaning of the 
foregoing statement. It does not 
imply that students need or will 
ordinarily Tiiake use of (lOvernment I 
archives or records, or that they 
will necessarily figure in adminis- 
trative or legislative work. It does 
mean that those who have instruc- 
tion to give- can inform themselves 
mfich more clo.sely and accurately 
than they can easily do elsewhere. 

It also means that the atmosphere 
in which the institution lives and 
moves and has its being is con- 
genial. With a congenial atmos- 
phere, with instructors working 
under the stimulus of access to the 
best authorities in literary, docu- 
mentary, and living form, a college 
of political sciences has a unique 
opportunity for development in 
Washington. Its methods should 
be the same as tho.se tested and 
approved elsewhere ; its standards 
tbe same; and the difference be- 
tween it and other institutions ^

Not only is the community con- 
cerned in the continuance of the 
University, but the Alumni are also 
concerned. They have been edu- 
cated by the University at a price 
below actual cost. From a purely 
commercial standpoint, therefore, 
apart from all considerations of 
gratitude or sentiment, they owe 
a debt to the University. Now 
is the time, above all others, 
when a fine opportunity to dis- 
charge that debt presents it.self. 
The University needs money. It 
desires to continue on a sound 
business basis. The community 
and Alumni can make this oossible

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The policy of future university 
growth, outlined by President 
Stockton in the interview reported 
! on another page of The News, ap- 
peals to us as a wise one. 

About three years ago a canvass 
was made among the student body 
in an effort to determine its atti- 
tude upon the question of iiuburban 
versus city university. Its decision 
was overwhelmingly in favor of a 
suhurhan location. Ihit since that 
time the University has come to a 
clearer realization of its limitations. 
At present, for obvious reasons, the 
only expeditious an<l wise course is 
to adapt the L'niversity to the needs 
of the local community ; and this 
means the continuance of' the Uni- 
versitj' in the tlowntown ^.section of 
the city. % 

Of course, there is a good deal to 
-be said in favor of locating in the 
suburbs. Hut there is one insur- 
mountable difficulty; the lack ,of 
sufficient funds to do so. Air cas- 
tles, someone has said, are very 
beautiful; besides, they are inex- 
pensive. It might be added that 
they are highly impracticable. So, 
the dream of a suburban univer- 
sity, while alluring, is, after all, as 
circumstances have clearly shown, ' 
only a dream, impossible of prac- 
tical realization with the means at 
the University’s command. Under 
such conditions, we submit that the i 
continuance of the University in a i 
central urban location is both the j 
wise, and, practically speaking, the
